His son was a bold, ac- 
tive, land handsome boy, .educated by his 
father,..a diliigcnt and sagacious lawyer, 
till his seventeenth year, and then' entered 
at college, to prepare for a profession.

the ardor of youth, Lynn-More assigned 
four years for his collegiate course, and 
three for the study of a profession; and trav- 
els in Europe. In rio case was the, futility 
of earthly calculation ever more fully con- 
firmed, or,Tiet with more bitter disappoint 
mp.nt. 
Two years of his college course 


worn scarcely passed, wheri Lynn More 
was called to the death-bed of hie father.— 
Hi.a sorrow was sincere, and he returned to 
his studies, feeling that he was nn orphan 
in (he less of a father, who had been dovib- 
ly .-dear to .-him,, in singlcncua of affection 
and in the absence of a mother's love. His 
guardian was nn ambitious man, monej
